Five candidates vying 
for school board

Five people are running for 
two seats on the Crawford 
AuSable School Board. 

Five residents, who live in 
the Crawford AuSable School 
District, will be on the May 6 
regular school election ballot, 
vying for two seats on the 
board. 

Sandra Enos and Richard 
Febey filed petitions to run for 
a four-year seat on the school 
board. 

Enos was appointed to the 
board in November to fill out 
the seat vacated by Judith 
Gorski, a Crawford AuSable 
Board of Education trustee and 
a retired Grayling High School 
principal, who resigned from 
the board citing family health 
issues, 

Enos, a Head Start home- 
based teacher, ran for the board 
in 2006, when Gorski was 
elected to her sect for the 
board. 

Febey is a self employed 
physical therapist in Grayling, 
His wife, Barbara Febey, is a 
mathematics teacher at the 
Grayling High School. 

Three candidates are running 
for a two-year seat on the 
board, to fill out Gorski’s term 
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which expires in 2010. 

Incumbent Jane Lange, the 
current school board secretary, 
is running for the seat. Lange 
was elected to the school board 
in 2004, and is finishing out her 
first four-year term. She is an 
instructor in the mathematics 
department at Kirtland 
Community College. 

Dave Shriver, a project man- 
ager for Air Way Automation, 
also threw his hat in for the 
two-year term. Tony Thomson, 
an employee for Dealer 
Specialties, a firm that provides 
window stickers for car dealer- 
ships, also filed to run for the 
two-year board seat. 

This is the third year that 
school elections are being held 
in May and are being adminis- 
tered by the Crawford County 
Clerk’s office, under state elec- 
tion reforms aimed at increas- 
ing voter turnout.

A Grayling couple is looking 
for a place for their family and 
pets after the home they rented 
was destroyed by a fire last week. 

The Grayling City/Township 
Fire Department was called to 
the home of Teena and Jim 
“Jimbo” Kehr, located at 501 
Ogemaw Street in Grayling, at 
8:30 p.m. on Wednesday, Feb. 
13. 

The Kehrs were attempting to 
thaw a drain in the kitchen of 
their home, when an electrical 
overload occurred and started a 
fire in a crawl space. 

The fire then went up the walls 
and into the attic, said Grayling 
City/Township Fire Chief Russ 
Strohpaul. 

“Being an older structure, it 
went up fairly fast,” Strohpaul 
said. 

Firefighters were hampered by 
three fire hydrants located near 
the home that were not working 
properly. One hydrant was 
frozen, another was broken and 
the third could not be opened, 
Strohpaul said. City of Grayling 
Department of Public Works 
employees found the hydrants to 
be operable the day following the 
fire. 

Frederic Township Fire 
Department, Beaver Creek 
Township Fire Department and 
South Branch Township Fire 
Department were called to assist 
at the scene with water tankers. 
Once firefighters had an ade- 
quate water supply, they were 
able to knock the fire down in a 
matter of minutes. 

There were no injuries in the 
blaze. The Kehrs live in the home 
with their two grandchildren, 
ages 4 and 1.

but firefighters did not sustain 
frost bite or any other injuries.

tall,’ Strohpaul said. 

Firefighters remained on the 
scene until 12:45 am. on 
Thursday. 

The home is owned by James 
Elliot of Kentucky, and was 
insured. Insurance adjusters have 
deemed the home to be a total 
loss, the Kehrs said. 

The Kehrs did not have renter's 
insurance, but most of their pos- 
sessions were spared from the 
blaze. 

The American Red Cross put 
the Kehrs and their family in the 
Ramada Inn for three days fol- 
lowing the fire and provided 
them clothing. 

Crawford County Sheriff's 
Deputy Jason Alexander, a for- 
mer neighbor of the Kehrs, 
arranged for the family to stay at 
the North Country Lodge. 

The Kehrs, who have a dog 
and a cat, are currently seeking to 
rent a home. They have made 
dozens of calls to area landlords 
and real estate brokers, and have 
not been successful in finding a 
place to live. 

“We can replace just about 
everything we lost, we just need 
somebody to cut us a brake,” 
Teena Kehr said. 

The Kehrs are saddened that 
their flag and monument to “All 
the Fallen Heroes,” honoring the 
veterans and the military, is no 
longer lit at the corner near their 
home. Jimbo Kehr, who served 
16 years in the Army, is known 
for writing patriotic poems about 
military troops and veterans. 

Jimbo, also a mechanic at 
Scheer Motors, is devastated by 
the fire and hopes that someone 
in the community will make a 
home available so he can restore 
some normalcy for his family. 

“They take care of their own,” 
said Jimbo, of the community 
where he grew up. “All we need 
is a place to live.”

Mercy Hospital Grayling 
planning for new generator

Mercy Hospital Grayling 
recently received federal funding 
to plan for a generator that will 
provide energy for the entire hos- 
pital when the power goes out. 

The Hospital received a 
$117,697 Department of Health 
and Human Services grant, 
which was included in the 
Consolidated Appropriations Act 
- 2008. 

The grant will pay for plan- 
ning, designing and doing site 
work for a “whole house genera- 
tor,” which will be used to pro- 
vide energy to the hospital when 
there is a power outage, said 
Stephanie Riemer-Matuzak, the 
CEO for Mercy Hospital 
Grayling. 

Currently, the hospital has a 
generator that can only provide 
energy to critical areas of the 
hospital, such as the surgical 
department. The generator can 
also power certain pieces of 
equipment necessary to continue 
providing patient care, said 
Kathy Zelinsky, vice president of 
patient care services for Mercy 
Hospital Grayling. 

When the hospital experiences 
a power outage, equipment is 
connected to “red plugs” that are 
powered by the generator. 

Staff in some departments are 
forced to run extension cords to 
red plugs to continue patient care 
operations. 

The hospital’s CAT scan unit, 
for example, can not operate 
when the power goes out, so 
patients may be referred to 
another medical facility during a 
power outage. . 

“That doesn’t happen very 
often, but it should never hap- 
pen,” Zelinsky said. 

Other areas of the hospital are 
left entirely without power. 

“Even though they are not 
areas directly involved in patient 
care, they are still real important 
areas for the hospital and for us 
carrying out our mission,” 

Zelinsky said the current gen- 
erator at the hospital does not 
have the capability of providing 
enough power for the technolog- 
ical equipment the hospital has 
obtained in recent years, 


Novi girl hurt in snowmobile accident 


A 16-year-old girl from Novi 
was injured in a snowmobile 
accident, which occurred on 
Saturday, near Lovells. 

Sheriff Kirk A. Wakefield said 
that deputies were dispatched to 
a serious injury snowmobile 
accident at 1:54 p.m. on 
Saturday. 

The accident occurred on Sno 
Trac Trail east of Lovells Road in 
Lovells Township. 

The girl was traveling west- 
bound on Sno Trac Trail and 
failed to negotiate a curve in the 
road. She went off the roadway 
and struck a tree.

The whole house generator, as 
well as wiring the hospital for the 
upgrade, will cost between 
$800,000 to $1 million, Riemer- 
Matuzak said. 


Hospital officials are finalizing 


a request for financial support 
from the federal government to 
help secure the generator. 

“We just don’t know whether 
the dollars are going to be there 
or not,’ Riemer-Matuzak said. 
“That’s one source, and we will 
have to figure out the rest of the 
funding with the rest of our capi- 
tal needs.” 

Riemer-Matuzak said that U.S. 
Congressman Bart Stupak, D- 
Menominee, Sen. Carl Levin, D- 
Mich, and Sen. Debbie 
Stabenow, D-Mich., played criti- 
cal roles in securing the funds to 
plan for the generator. 


The Consolidated 
Appropriations Act - 2008, 
which was approved in 


December, contained millions of 
dollars for projects across 
Michigan. 

“Communities across our state 
will benefit from the funding pro- 
vided in this legislation,” Levin 
said, “This bill addresses some of 
Michigan’s crucial needs such as 
protecting the Great Lakes from 
invasive species, improving our 
transportation _ infrastructure, 
enhancing our health care system 
and supporting educational insti- 
tutions. These projects contribute 
positively to the quality of life in 
Michigan.” 

“This funding is an investment 
in our state’s continued and 
future success,” Stabenow added. 
“We are helping to serve and pro- 
tect our communities, ensuring 
continued access to high-quality 
health care, supporting innova- 
tion and technological develop- 
ment in our industries, all while 
creating new jobs. This bill also 
includes language recognizing 
the’ importance’ /of- the ‘Great 
Lakes ‘and the unique role they 
play in Michigan, the nation’s 
economy and our environment. I 
look forward to the President 
signing this legislation that is so 
critical for Michigan families.”

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City tightens up nuisance ordinance

Grayling City officials 
Strengthened the community’s 
ordinance last week to address 
trash, inoperable vehicles and 
unruly grass and weeds. 

The Grayling City Council, at 

its regular monthly meeting, 
approved amendments to the 
city’s nuisance ordinance. 
_ Under the ordinance, the 
JQMET QF OCEHpANt Of Any, PropEy- 
ty.in the. city limits.can place 
trash. receptacles at the roadside 
‘no earlier than noon on the day 
before the scheduled trash col- 
lection day. The receptacles must 
be removed no later than noon 
following the day the trash is 
picked up. 

The fine for a violation of the 
ordinance was increased from $5 
to $20. Any unpaid fine will be 
placed on the property tax bills. 

City officials also updated the 
area in the nuisance ordinance 
regarding grass and weeds. 

The ordinance says that grass 
and weeds may not exceed eight 
inches, measured on the [5th of 
each month, May through 
October. The area in the Grayling 
Industrial Park south of the rail- 
road tracks, areas zoned industri- 
al, used as storage yards, and 
areas that are forested or tn a nat- 
ural state, are exempt from the 
ordinance. 

A city property owner can ask 
the city council to determine if 
their property qualifies as a 
forested or natural area. If the 
‘council determines that the prop-

erty does qualify, the property 
owner can not develop the prop- 
erty until] the council removes the 
designation. 

if the city notifies a property 
owner that grass and weeds on 
their property violates the ordi- 
nance, they have 10 days to cor- 
rect the problem. After the 10- 
day period, the city will have the 
grass and weeds cut and will bill 
the property owner. Unpaid bills 


will be placed on, the.,praperty | 


taxes, Bg ats aot 
Vehicles can notbe; stored: or 
parked in the city if they are unli- 
censed, not operational or are 
dismantled. 

Vehicles that are kept by a 
licensed new or used car dealer, 
or a trailer or travel trailer dealer, 
are exempt from the license 
requirement. 

Licensed repair facilities may 
have no more than three vehicles, 
which are kept in violation of the 
ordinance, on their property for 
no more than a week. 

Vehicles that do not comply 
with the ordinance must be 
securely stored in a building. The 
ordinance previously required 
the vehicles to be kept behind a 
six-foot fence. 


Motor vehicles which are not 


required to have license plates, 


such as stock cars and antique — 
vehicles, are exempt from the © 


license requirement in the ordi- 
nance. 

Unlicensed vehicles for sale by 
owner may be allowed for up to 
90 days. 

[f the city notifies the owner of

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a vehicle of a violation, the 
owner shall have 10 days to cor- 
rect the violation.

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IT WAS ONLY about a month 
ago when Michiganians trooped 
to the polls to register support for 
their favorite candidates for pres- 
ident.

The world price of soybean is 
up 125 percent in a year. Corn 
for breakfast cereal and cattle 
feed is up, as more fertilizer is 
needed to grow more biofuel 
crops, In short, all food prices 
are affected and are up in price. 

Is it too simplistic to say that 
rising food and gas prices con- 
tribute to lowering our mora! and 
contribute to our economic slow- 
down? I don’t think so.

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about 30 percent of the GOP 
vote. Gov. Mike Huckabee won 
about 16 percent. 

What has happened since? 

After Michigan, the Romney 
campaign only dawdied along, 
trailing Sen. McCain — and even 
Gov. Huckabee — in succeeding 
early primary/caucus states. On 
Feb, 8, right after the big multi- 
state primary and less than a 
month after hitting his high in 
Michigan, Mitt Romney “stepped 
aside” from presidential consid- 
eration and urged the delegates 
he won in Michigan, and in some 
other states, to get behind John 
McCain. 

Only two other Republicans, 
Mike Huckabee and Ron Paul, 
still hoping that lightning will 
strike, are left in the race against 
the probable nominee, John 
McCain. 

So what real difference did the 
Michigan primary make in 
selecting the eventual Republican 
candidate for president? Not a 
whit. 

* * * 

THEN THERE’S the other 
hand. It may develop that 
Michigan’s Democratic primary 


could play a vital and possibly 
decisive role in picking the 
Democratic nominee. 

Only about 600,000 
Democratic ballots were cast in 
Michigan’s primary, a turnout 
that can be viewed in two ways: 

It’s surprising that 270,000 
more Republican than 
Democratic votes were cast 
because in most statewide elec- 
tions lately Democratic candi- 
dates receive a majority of total 
votes. 

It’s not surprising that 
Democratic turnout was light 
because there was no real contest 
on the Democratic ballot with 
only Ms. Clinton as a credible 
name before the voters. 

In an editorial, the Lansing 
State Journal estimated that if 
Democrats had ‘a real race,” 
overall Michigan voter turnout in 
the primary would have jumped 
from the actual 21 percent to 30 
to 35 percent, or about 50 percent 
higher total turnout. 

Ms. Clinton received about 56 
percent of the Democratic prima- 
ry vote, and 40 percent voted 
“uncommitted,” presumably 
backers of Sen. Obama and Mr. 


Edwards, 

The Almanack at the time 
observed that the uncommitted 
vote “could be interpreted as 
‘anybody but Hillary,’” and 
added: “To win only 56 percent 
of the vote when essentially run- 
ning against nobody, in my book, 
should not be encouraging.” 

Clinton backers, of course, did 
not see it that way. 

* * * 

A MONTH LATER, | the 
Democratic campaign nationally 
is much closer and much more 
dramatic. Mr. Edwards has with- 
drawn, and Hillary Clinton and 
Barack Obama, are neck and 
neck in delegate counts, 

The race could go down to the 
wire, maybe even to the Denver 
convention in August, and results 
of the Michigan Democratic pri- 
mary ~ virtually uncontested and 
largely ignored in January — 
could become crucial. 

Big questions remain. 

Should Michigan delegates be 
counted at the nominating con- 
vention, although the national 
party promised at the time they 
would be refused? The Michigan 
delegation’s hotel reservations 
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even were canceled. 

Should Ms, Clinton be entitled 
to all the Michigan delegates, if 
they should be seated? Or should 
the “uncommitted” votes - 40 
percent of the total — be allocated 
to Mr. Obama, in whole or in 
part? 

Should Michigan Democrats 
hold a new series of caucuses, or 
find some other way to count 
anew the support for the two can- 
didates remaining? 

So what is fair? Democratic 
party leaders must decide. My 
guess is the delegates will end up 
with Ms. Clinton, one way or 
another. 

Similar questions arise about 
the Florida delegates, too, who 
were bold enough to defy. nation- 
al party dictates. Ms. Clinton 
won the vote in Florida, too. 

So what real difference did the 
Michigan primary make in 
selecting the eventual 
Democratic candidate for presi- 
dent? Possibly decisive.

dren and people with certain 
health conditions (asthma, dia- 
betes or heart disease), are at 
higher risk for serious flu-relat- 
ed conditions.

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Trusting Law’s 
Letter or Spirit? 


We are delivered from death 
and slavery under the law’s letter 
to serve in newness of spirit. 
“6But now we are delivered from 
the law, that being dead wherein 
we were held; that we should 
serve in newness of spirit, and 
not in the oldness of the letter.“ 
(Rom. 7:6). Our failure under law 
is not the law’s fault as Romans 
7:7 taught us: “7What shall we 
say then? Is the law sin? God 
forbid. Nay, I had not known sin, 
but by the law: for I had not 
known lust, except the law had 
said, Thou shalt not covet.” The 
problem is Sin’s conceit, corrup- 
tion, and concealinent as shown 
in Romans 7:8: “8But sin, tak- 
ing occasion by the command- 
ment, wrought in me all manner 
of concupiscence. For without 
the law sin was dead.” 

Now in Romans 7:9 we observe 
the difference between serving 
under law’s fetter and under law’s 
spirit: “9For I was alive without 
the law once: but when the com- 
mandment came, sin revived, and 
1 died.” The first half of this 
verse reminds us of Paul as a 
Pharisee obeying the letter of the 
law without knowing the spirit of 
the law. Since the law was given 
centuries before Paul was born,

and Paul was raised a Hebrew of 
the Hebrews, and trained in law 
at the feet of Gamaliel, (Acts 
22:3), he is speaking of his blind- 
ness to law's spirit and purpose. 
The word “without” means sepa- 
tately or apart from, Paul was 
alive in self-righleousness before 
the spirit of the law came to him 
and opened his eyes. Paul consid- 
ered himself to be blameless, 
zealous, and much alive accord- 
ing {to Philippians 3:6: 
“6Concerning zeal, persecuting 
the church; touching the right- 
eousness which is in the law, 
blameless.” As Paul said in 
Galatians [:14: “14And profited 
in the Jews’ religion above many 
my eguals in mine own nation, 
being more exceedingly zealous 
of the traditions of my fathers.” 

Paul continued by revealing 
how the spirit of Law came to 
him revealing how sinful he was 
and ending his  self-righteous- 
ness: “...but when the com- 
mandment came, sin revived, and 
I died.” Sin appeared dead and 
lifeless because it was not dis- 
turbed by exposure to the spirit of 
the law. This has been illustrated 
by a large auto engine idling 
silently at a stop light, but sud- 
denly roaring to life as the accel- 
erator is pushed. The spirit of the 
law stirs sin into motion and 
exposes it to be very much alive 
with evil. 


But as soon as Paul saw his own 
sinfulness, he became as spiritu- 
ally dead. As | Samuel 25:37 
says of Nabal, “....his heart died 
within him, and he became as a 
stone.” Paul turned from self 
righteousness, confidence, satis- 
faction and reliance into a weak, 
helpless, hopeless sinner relying 
fully upon God’s grace. Paul 
became like those described by 
Jesus in Matthew 5:3-6: 
“Blessed are the poor in spirit: 
tor theirs is the kingdom of heav- 
en. 4Blessed are they that mourn: 
for they shall be comforted. 
SBlessed are the meck: for they 
shall inherit the earth. 6Blessed 
are they which do hunger and 
thirst after righteousness: for 
they shall be filled.” If the Holy 
Spirit of Truth using the Holy 
Scriptures of Truth does not pro- 
duce Holy living in our lives as 
believers, then no amount of law 
or legalism will do so. Legalism 
only turns us into self-righteous 
Pharisees who judge and con- 
demn all non-conformity to our 
only man-made rules and stan- 
dards. The Spirit of Truth by 
repentance and faith in Christ, 
turns us from pride to humility,.

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Grant to fight deadly fish disease

A multi-state grant is pulling 
together researchers across the 
nation to tackle the deadly fish 
disease, viral hemorrhagic sep- 
ticemia (VHS), which is on the 
attack in the Great Lakes and 
Michigan’s inland waters. 

Mark Coscarelli, assistant 
manager of the Great Lakes 
Fishery Trust, said the $750,000 
grant is unlike any other. 

“It’s really a unique collabo- 
ration of researchers from dif- 
ferent disciplines and different 
areas of the country coming 
together to focus on this deadly 
disease,” he said. 

The disease causes fish to 
bleed to death internally. 

The Department of Natural 
Resources (DNR) reported the 
disease in all the Great Lakes 
except Lake Superior. 

Several inland waters have 
experienced high death rates 
from VHS, including the St. 
Clair River, Lake St. Clair and 
Budd Lake in Clare County. 

The U.S. Geological Survey 
is the main recipient of the 
grant, but the research will be 
split among Michigan State 
University (MSU), the U.S. 
Geological Survey’s Western 
Fisheries Research Center in 


Seattle, and Cornell University 
in Ithaca, N.Y. 

The main goal of the research 
is developing new detection 
tools and a more in-depth under- 
standing of VHS in the Great 
Lakes. 

Jim Winton, a fisheries scien- 
tist at the Western Fisheries 
Research Center, said the center 
will conduct evolutionary analy- 
sis research to identify and ana- 
lyze different strains of VHS. 
The results will be compiled on 
a Web database for agencies that 
are trying to manage the dis- 
ease. 

Winton said, “The work has 
several objectives. The principal 
objective is testing native 
species for their susceptibility to 
the disease in the Great Lakes 
region.” 

Both MSU and Cornell! will 
carry out the fish testing, but 
each team will focus on differ- 
ent aspects of VHS. 

Mohammed Faisal, a profes- 
sor of aquatic animal medicine 
at Michigan State’s Department 
of Fisheries and Wildlife, will 
do research with infected fish 
and examine their antibody 
response to the disease. 

At Cornell, Jim Casey, an 
associate professor of virology, 
and Paul Bowser, professor of 


aquatic animal medicine, will 
research molecular structures of 
the disease to help with rapid 
detection. 

According to DNR, more than 
25 species have been found 
infected with VHS, Between 
2005 and 2007, there have been 
significant deaths reported 
among walleye, yellow perch, 
muskellunge, smallmouth bass, 
round gobies, bluegill, black 
crappie and gizzard shad. 

The disease was introduced to 
the Great Lakes region in 2002 
or 2003. The direct cause of the 
disease is unknown, but DNR 
said the most probable source 
was ballast water discharge. 

The disease then most likely 
spread inland by infected bait 
from anglers or from boaters’ 
discharge of infected water from 
live wells or bilges. 

In a report, the DNR said it is 
critical to make every attempt 
possible to prevent a rapid 
spread of the disease, Once the 
virus is established in a wild fish 
community, controlling it is 
highly unlikely and it is impos- 
sible to eliminate. 

The disease doesn’t infect 
humans and there is no msk to 
people who eat a fish with VHS. 
However, DNR advises against 
eating fish that are visibly sick.

“The petitions did exactly 
what we wanted it to do - 
demonstrated strong local sup- 
port for the project,” said Gaila 
Gilliland, the economic devel- 
opment director for the 


Crawford County Economic 
Development Partnership. 

Marv Myers, the owner of 
Myers Land Surveying 
Company, gathered signatures 
on a petition at his business. 

“T support it,’ Myers said. “I 
think we need growth and devel- 
opment in this community.” 

Susan Haddad, spokesperson 
for the Mainstreet American, 
Inc. project, said developers are 
thrilled to see that there is sup- 
port for the theme park and that 
the development is welcomed in 
the county, She added that the 
support will help clear up mis- 
statements ‘and ' misconceptions 
made about the project and the 
project developers. 

“We are very, very pleased,” 
Haddad said. “This is their way 
of saying this is our voice and 
this our community.” 

A portion of the petition says 
that support for the theme park 
is contingent upon developers 
meeting all aspects of a memo- 
randum of understanding and 
letter of intent that the develop- 
ers have with the state to buy the 


property. The main aspect of the 
agreement is that developers 
need to have all financing for the 
project in place at the time of the 
land transaction. 

Dave Freed, chief of land and 
facilities for the DNR, said offi- 
cials would review the petitions, 
along with both pro and con 
information, submitted to the 
state about the theme park. 

“We make all of that part of 
the record, but the key thing 
right now is the funding,” Freed 
said. 

Haddad said developers are 
still finalizing their financial 


-documents'in order: to: provide 


that information to the state.” ' 

“We're proceeding at the pace 
that we would like to be at and 
we're very happy at where we 
are in the process,” Haddad said. 

Developers are proposing that 
the park would include roller 
coasters, a race track, the 
world’s tallest Christmas tree 
and Ferris wheel, a World War I] 
aircraft carrier and an area 
where Christmas is celebrated 
all year long.

Water line breakage credit

As temperatures continue to dip 
below the freezing point, Grayling 
City officials have placed a policy 
on the books to deal with residents 
who have broken water lines. 

The Grayling City Council, at 
its reguiar meeting last week, 
adopted a water line breakage 
credit policy. 

Under the policy, water usage 
caused by a water line malfunction 
or undetected faulty water equip- 
ment may be cligible for a utility

for the program to coincide with 
the federal Environmental 
Protection Agency’s Performance 
Track program, and extended the 
designation for three years, said 
Kathi Moss, the environmental 
coordinator for the — the 
Weyerhaeuser Company- 
Grayling OSB plant. 

The Weyerhaeuser Company- 
Grayling OSB plant has met the 
criteria for the Clean Corporate 
Citizen program through the 
development and implementation 
of an environmental management 
system, the practice of pollution 
prevention and a strong environ- 
mental compliance record. 

Specifically, integrating envi- 
ronmental factors into the daily 
operations at the facility had led 
to a reduction of over 700 tons of 
wood waste flakes going to a 
landfill and a reduction in natural 
gas use by 9,571 mef. 

Moss said the plant was able to 
achieve the improvements by 
changing some of its operational 
and wood processing equipment. 

“As part of the Clean Corporate 
Citizen designation, we set objec- 
tives and try to meet those goals 
by reducing our waste wood, 
energy use and our environmental 
footprint as we continue to 
improve,” Moss said. 

In addition, Weyerhaeuser 
Company-Grayling OSB plant 
employees are involved in a num- 


credit. 

Grayling City Manager David 
Thayer is authorized to reduce the 
water or sewer bills if the incident 
is not a second occurrence where 
the cause of the first occurrence 
was not properly repaired.
